Christian Union, of Worcester, under 
whose auspices the Levee will be 
held, is doing good work, in aiding 
deaf-mutes in raliovj ways, and in 
li riding employment for many. 



We acknowledge the receipt of the 
Fifty-Fourth Annual Report of the 
Ohio Institution for the Education 
of the Deaf and Dumb. The average 
attendance during the term of 1879-80 
was 430, and the expenditures for the 
same time amounted to $79,259,83, 
making tbe per capita cost a little 
over $184. A good many changes 
have taken place during the year, 
the most important of which was the 
resignation of Dr. G. O. Fay, from 
the superi n tendency, a position which 
he' had held for fourteen years. Com- 
plimentary resolutions passed by the 
Trustee* of the Institution expressive 
of their regret in parting with him 
and showing tbe high esteem iu 
which Dr. Fay is held, are printed in 
the Iteport. Mr. Charles Strong 
Perry, who had been a teacher la the 
Institution for fifteen years, was 
unanimously elected to the position 
of Superintendent. Mr. Perry's 
place as Senior Instructor was filled 
by Rev. Benjamin Talbot, of Iowa. 
The printing office has been placed 
in the hands of the trustees, and 
they have appointed Mr. E. J. Scott, 
a semi-mute who belonged to the 
■>( '75, and has since has gradua- 
tion been engaged in the printing 
business. The printing office is not 
very well ■applied with material, and 
an appropialion for the purpose of 
obtaining new type and a new press 
has been applied for. The other 
shops have been as prosperous as 
during tbe preceding years. 



Another new paper whose object is 
" the edification and elevation of 
mutes," comes to us from Mattoon, 
111., calling itself The Deaf- Mute 
Progress. It is a small folio hardly 
as large as the Kansas Slur, and con- 
tains a couple of pages of deaf-mute 
items. One peculiarity about it is 
that there is no editorial salutatory — 
in fact, no editorial whatever. It is 
published by I). L. Wright & Co., and 
will come out monthly. The subscrip- 
tion price is 25 oesta a year, or 15 
cents for six months. We hope it 
will be successful ; but from recent 
developments out in Illinois, we 
Uier fear that it will ere loDg 
oldjged to succumb for want 
nourishment.

first called np by the proposition of 
the .lotiiiwi. correspondents to • 
lisb a Cooking School for our silent 
sisters. While I believe most 
thoroughly in good housekeeping, 
and would rejoice as heartily as any 

one to see more of it, 1 am bound in 

simple justice to say that the majority 
of deaf-mute women I havi> yisited 
were good housekeepers, and 1 now 
know of a number of marriageable 

mute girls who are pur excellent 
cooks and economists. While 1 think 
there is some sense in combining 
mental and household education, I 
perceive several objections to the 
plan proposed, which will bear care 
fill weighing before decisive measures 
are taken. These objections I pro- 
pose to mention in numerical order. 

First, then, The proposition to 
•• combine mental culture with house- 
hold instruction," to a greater extent 
than is or can bo done at our State 
institutions, seems to me a cruel re- 
flection upon the mothers of our deaf 
mule girls. It is equivalent, to say 
ing. "they tench their daughters 
nothing ; are utterly unqualified to 
teach them the most necessary parts 
of 'housekeeping.!' This I maintain is 
a false premise, as a fair majority of 
our American mothers are good 
cooks, good managers, good house- 
keepers. It is principally among the 
lower class of foreigners who are 
slow to adopt American customs, 
and who look with jealous suspicion 
upon improvement, of every kind, that 
the poor housekeeping which causes 
dissatisfaction exists. 

ft is an undeniable fact that the 
at generation of American girls 
are not, highly skilled in household 
arts ; yet their lack of skill is not for 
want of home instruction in those 
arts, so much as for lack of right 
views of labor, and a desire to bo use- 
ful ; for lack of inclination to work , 
for lack Of love for their mother, and 
a |woper desire to lighten her bur- 
dens. If the home instruction is not 
always good, it is not always because 
of ignorance on the part of the mater 
Dal teacher. Often, very often, it is 
simply because she is perplexed, over 
burdened, over worked. Deny it who 
may, three fourths of tho mothers of 
this country are mere drudges to 
their family. They are too kind, self* 
sacrificing, and indulgent, for 
own good or the good of their selfish 
dispositioned children. 

Convince the mothers that this 
indulgence of their daughter's whims 
and oapriOM is utterly ruinous in its 
after results; convince daughters, 
both hearing and deaf, that, for them 
habitually to play tho lady at the ex 
penso of their mother, or any other 
woman who may make one of the 
family number, is cruel, is wicked'; 
that it places them on a level with 
thieves, as they gradually steal away 
the former's strength, and Sometimes 
makes them murderers, by shortening 
tho life; repeat it ; convince tho two 
mistaken classes of all this, and yon 
at once inaugurate the desired reform. 
at onoe turn every homo into a school 
from which in due time will graduate 
one or more accomplished house 
keepers. 

Second, The teaching of household 
arts on tho plan proposod Would 
considerably lessen tho hours for 
mental stud}-, and the strength 
and inclination for mental labor, mak- 
ing more years necessary for the 
completion of whatever course may be 
arranged. 

With their minds full of cooking 
details, and kitchen paraphernalia, 
healed and tired, the girls will -tied 
it hard to concentrate their thoughts 
upon their books. Then a deal of time 
must be given to tho changing of 
clothing, as the school room dress 
can not. do duty in the kitchen with 
out damage, and I lie kitchen dress 
will not be presentable in the school- 
room, if any attention is paid to tho 
ceoiiomx of wearing old garments to 
work in. 

Third, The mute girls thus edueat 
ed will in eight out of every ten 
cases be more liable to be im- 
posed upon by their hearing si 
whom false pride. Selfishness, and 
S have not allowed to be 
conic equally accomplished, by being 
left to housework, while the latter 
plays the ladv. 

Fourth. If housekeeping is taught 
to the extent our enthusiastic friends 
t lie time for out of door 
exercise will be Considerably lessened, 
and as fresh air and good sunshine 
vast importance to the proservs- 
tiou of health, it seems to mo that 
gardening in tb' several branches of 

tloral, vegetable, and small fruit pro- 
duction is preferable to a regularly 
organised cooking school, as if would 
'ake the students out of doors and 
give a larger return for time and 
labor than any other. Bee oalture 
might be added, as it is said to be 
dly suitable for "women ; and 
handsomely retutmerai 

Of course the dressing trouble 
comes up in this lino too. but there 
will lie more life and spirit to 
it, than in the house confinement 
plan. These branches of industry, if 
adopted and supplemented by 
weekly, or monthly, turns assisting 
in the kitchen, laundry, and other 
household departments cult of si 
hours, would give the OOUUtrj ■ 
healthier, more accomplished 
of girls than it has xet possess. 
is likely to receive from any of the 

plans heretofore proposed. 

In conclusion, 1 beg those 

expressed weariness of this subject 

to be patient until all who ear' to 
discuss it an' heard, then when the 
principals have answered the que 
prepared for them, the matter so far 
as 1 am OOOCeraed shall bo hud upon 
the table.
